‘Shabby’ corner transformed into new-look plaza

A TOWN centre plaza will be of¬ 
ficially opened this month after a 
makeover turned it from a “shabby” 
corner of Epsom into a burgeoning 
leisure spot. 

Epsom Square, which compris¬ 
es the former Derby Square, Oaks 
Square and the Ebbisham Centre, 
will host a celebration launch party 
from 1.30pm on Saturday, May 13. 

The plaza has undergone a sub¬ 
stantial transformation after coun¬ 
cillors gave a green light to the 
makeover in July 

Epsom Square is now complete 
with a giant umbrella with circu¬ 
lar bench-seating to offer shade on 
hot summer afternoons, a range of 
shops, cafes and food cabins, and 
lifestyle and health services. 

Three Epsom Square restau¬ 
rants - Everest Spice, El Patio and II 
Grande - feature in Trip Advisor’s 
Top 10 places to eat in the town.

Last summer the square host¬ 
ed a live music stage for Epsom & 
Ewell’s first MgS04 Arts Festival - 
named after the chemical formula 
for Epsom Salts. 

“The MgS04 Festival was fantas¬ 
tic,” Mr Lucas said. 

“Everyone had a great time, and 
it really showed the potential of the 
place, but we want Epsom Square 
to feel like a celebration all year 
round.” 


Speaking at the planning com¬ 
mittee meeting - at which plans 
for Epsom Square were approved 
- in July, councillor John Beckett 
had said: “Derby Square and Oak 
Square are looking shabby. It is in 
need of refurbishment.” 

Alanna Coombes, former town 
centres manager at the council, 
had told the Epsom Guardian she 
believed the reinvigorated Epsom 
Square “could make the heart of 
Epsom more attractive for shop¬ 


pers, visitors and people who want 
a fun day out”. 

Oliver Clark, managing agent of 
Savills, the company which manag¬ 
es Epsom Square, added that it was 
expected that the plaza should have 
a “cafe culture feel”. 

A programme of free events, in¬ 
cluding music and family entertain¬ 
ment, is still to be posted on Epsom 
Square’s new website and social 
media.

A rabbit dumped in its cage near the 
train tracks in Wimbledon has been 
rescued by the RSPCA. 

A member of the public spotted the 
bunny on the railway tracks after it es¬ 
caped from its dirty cage. 

The pet, renamed Caramel by RSPCA 
staff, had been abandoned in a field 
by the tracks in West Barnes Lane on 
Friday, April 28. 

Animal collection officer Prisca 
Giddens (ACO), who collected the rabbit 
said: “Sadly, the RSPCA is called to 
many cases where rabbits have been 
abandoned in their cages. 

“Although a water bottle was left, the 


rabbit had no access to food and the latch to 
the cage was loose, which meant she managed 
to get out and was found on the railway track.” 

Officers said the rabbit was lucky not to have 
been injured during the escape. She is now be¬ 
ing looked after at the Putney Animal Hospital. 

Something To Look Forward To is a social ac¬ 
tion cancer charity which passes on free gifts 
and experiences to people affected by cancer 
and financial difficulty.

Taking a plunge for MS 


Owner draws up bucket list to brighten last years of beloved dog’s life 

A pie, a pint, a steak dinner 
and a ride in a fire engine 


AN animator who successful¬ 
ly crowdfunded for a £45,000 
‘miracle cure’ for his multiple 
sclerosis affliction is jumping 
out of a plane to raise mon¬ 
ey for a fellow sufferer who 
supported him through his 
treatment. 

Alex Green, 37, travelled to 
Russia last April to undergo 
ground-breaking treatment 
for MS, having lived with the 
disease for nine years. 

Since then he has felt rejuve¬ 
nated, and is well on the road 
to recovery, taking on two gym 
sessions a week to recover his 
strength, and his dreams of 
becoming a father now feel 
more realistic again, he said. 
“I felt I was just one relapse 
away from a wheelchair,” he 
said. It’s an incredibly cruel 
disease.” 

Multiple sclerosis is a dis¬ 
ease in which the immune 
system damages the myelin 
covering of nerve cells in 
the brain and spinal cord. In 
Alex’s case it limited his mo¬ 
bility and impaired his senses, 
preventing him from playing 
football and doing other out¬ 
door activities, made work 
exhausting, and put strains on 
his relationship with wife Jen 
by preventing the couple from 
starting a family 

He can now walk long dis¬ 
tances again, feels close to be¬ 
ing able to run and jog again, 
and feels confident he and wife 
Jen, pictured together, will be 
able to start a family one day. 

“MS really held me back in 



so many ways,” he said. 

“The last ten years I’ve been 
existing, but not living. 

“I’d work five days, but at the 
end of those five days I was just 
so tired all I could do was rest 
just so I could work another five 
days. It was just easy being at 
home all the time.” 

After learning of a cure of¬ 
fered in Russia, Mexico and 
India - but not currently in the 
UK - that involved alternate 
bouts of aggressive chemother¬ 
apy and injections of his own 
stem cells to repair his damaged 
nerves, Alex started fundrais¬ 
ing for treatement. 

Having reached his £45,000 
target, Alex travelled to Russia, 
and spent most of last April un¬ 
dergoing the treatment. 

Within days, he was able to 
stand himself up when he got 
out of bed in the morning, and 
within a week his fatigue had 
lifted.

HAVING a steak dinner at a 
restaurant, riding in a fire 
engine, and eating a pie at a 
football match are all dreams 
on an ill dog’s bucket list. 

Willow, 12, whose tail was 
fused to her spine at birth, 
has recently been diagnosed 
as having a tumour on her 
spine. 

Fearing the worst after the 
vets’ dim prognosis, her own¬ 
er Ana Newman, has created 
a long list of activities for 
“cheeky girl” Willow to com¬ 
plete in her twilight years. 

Ms Newman from Ashtead 
was given Willow about ten 
years ago when her broth¬ 
er, Willow’s former owner, 
joined the police force. 

She said: “Willow is a 
cheeky girl and loves to bury 
her bones. She loves swim¬ 
ming and getting dirty. 

“I have a horse and when 
I’m at the stables she fol¬ 
lows me around, and when I 
muck out at the stables she 
rolls in the shavings and the

horses’ hay. She is the only 
dog I know who does this. 

“She loves her walks on 
Headley Heath, especially 
when the cows are there. I 
think she thinks they are just 
big dogs as she sits so calm¬ 
ly next to them and watches 
them grazing. 

“She really is a special 
girl.” 

She has drawn up the fol¬ 
lowing bucket list for Willow: 

• Have a steak dinner at a res¬ 
taurant 

• Eat a giant Bonio 

• Go swimming at a dog beach 

• Donate to a rescue group 

• Go to a bar and have a beer 

• Host a party with all of my 
friends 

• Play ball or catch 

• Go on a shopping spree at 
the pet store 

• Eat pie at a football match 

• Be the captain of a boat 

• Have a picnic on the heath 
or at the park 

• Take a road trip with the 
windows down and radio up 

• Have ice cream on a sum¬ 
mer night- 

• Bite the fur off of lots of 
tennis balls 

• Go to a castle and be queen 


for a day 

• Visit the ponies in the New 
Forest 

• Ride in a fire engine or po¬ 
lice car 

• Watch a sunset 

• Meet a celebrity 

• Volunteer 

• Dance in the rain 

• Win a competition 

Ms Newman, a senior pen¬ 
sions analyst, also wanted to 
visit Stonehenge with Willow, 
but English Heritage only al¬ 
low assistance dogs to visit 
the prehistoric monument 
near Salisbury. 

She also recently adopted a 
rescue puppy from New Life 
Greek Rescue, Poppy, and the 
two dogs have created a “spe¬ 
cial bond”. 

“When Willow had to see 
the specialist vet recently 
Poppy waited outside, but 
Willow wanted to go out to 
see her,” Ms Newman said. 

“Poppy gives her treats to 
Willow and when they play 
with toys, Willow rips them 
to pieces whereas Poppy sits 
there gently playing with 
them. 

“They’ve created a special 
bond really quickly.”

North-south alliance ensures coach excursions can remain on the road 

Good times can roll again 
after coach company deal

HOLIDAYS and day trips will continue 
to be run at an Epsom institution after a 
corporate takeover threatened the secu¬ 
rity of the company. 

Epsom Coaches had called an end to a 
number of its services after its takeover 
by Twickenham bus company RATP Dev 
London was announced last month. 

But the Epsom company has now 
secured a deal with Gardiners NMC, 
which is based in Morpeth - about 16 
miles north of Newcastle - allowing its 
holiday and day excursion programme 
to continue. It is still unknown precisely 
how the takeover will affect jobs at the 
97-year-old company, which is based in 
Roy Richmond Way, Epsom. 

Adrian Smith, managing director of 
Gardiners NMC said the deal had “se¬ 
cured the future” of holidays and day 
trips being run from Epsom. 

He added: “Epsom Coaches customers 
will enjoy the same tours, same coaches 
and same great service. “We have a large 
selection of the tours back on sale and 
the existing bookings have been trans¬ 
ferred over to Gardiners NMC.” 

A spokeswoman for Epsom Coaches 
was unable to confirm whether any jobs

were at risk due to the takeover by RATP 
Dev, but said: “We are absolutely delight¬ 
ed that our very loyal customers will 
have the opportunity to travel on quality 
coach trips again.” 

When the takeover was announced in 
April, Epsom Coaches managing direc¬ 
tor Steve Whiteway, who is retiring this 
summer, told the Epsom Guardian he 
expected only “three or four job losses”. 
Epsom Coaches, which was founded in 
1920, is to be renamed Quality Line, and 


directly managed by RATP Dev London 
from June 25. 

A RATP Dev UK spokeperson had 
said: “In order to focus on buses, the core 
area of our business, we have decided to 
close Epsom Coaches holiday and day 
trip business by the end of June 2017. 

“Focusing on Quality Line will allow 
us to better serve passengers, stake¬ 
holders and employees and ensure a 
successful, long term future for Epsom 
Coaches.”

Moped pair 
held after 
driver was 
threatened 

TWO teenagers on mopeds 
allegedly threatened a driver 
with a hammer in what is be¬ 
lieved to be part of a “series 
of violent and unprovoked 
attacks” in Ewell. 

The driver was reportedly 
confronted by the pair as he 
was stood near his car at the 
junction of Cheam Road with 
the Ewell bypass last month. 

The two teenagers were 
carrying a claw hammer 
and behaved in a threaten¬ 
ing manner before the man 
backed away and got into his 
vehicle at about 4.45pm on 
Friday April 14. 

This is believed to be part 
of a series of violent and 
unprovoked incidents in the 
area, Surrey Police stated.

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A fleet of supercars worth 
more than £7million made a 
special trip to greet children 
with serious brain injuries at 
a rehabilitation centre.

Tracy Poulton, Special 
Events Manager at The Chil¬ 
dren’s Trust said: “It was 
a fantastic morning, the 


children and families loved 
it. And it was a nice way 
for us to thank the drivers 
personally for volunteering 
their time, energy and su¬ 
percars year after year and 
helping us to raise so much 
money. 

“In fact, is was such a suc¬ 
cess we are considering open¬ 
ing it to the public in 2018.

THE Conservatives and Res¬ 
idents’ Association both re¬ 
tained their Surrey County 
Council seats in Epsom and 
Ewell borough, while the To¬ 
ries cleaned up county-wide. 

The Conservatives main¬ 
tained a big majority, winning 
61 of 81 divisions across Sur¬ 
rey, increasing their number 
of seats by three, while UKIP 
was wiped out. 

In opposition the Liberal 
Democrats held on to their 
nine seats, and Labour and 
the Greens retained one divi¬ 
sion apiece. 

Four Residents’ Association 
councillors and four inde¬ 
pendent councillors also won 
seats in the elections. 

Tina Mountain edged out 
Residents’ Association (RA) 
councillor Clive Woodbridge 
to retain her Epsom Town & 
Downs seat, where the turn¬ 
out was 37 per cent. 

The turnout was the same 
in Epsom West, where Tory 
Bernie Muir narrowly beat 
the Liberal Democrats’ Clare 
Clark by just 74 seats. 

Cllr Muir stood in the seat 
previously held by fellow Con¬ 
servative Karan Persand. 

Mr Persand was defeated 
by the head of the borough’s 
Local Committee chair Eber 
Kington (Residents’ Associ¬ 
ation) for the seat in Ewell 
Court, Auriol & Cuddington. 

Residents’ Association 
councillor John Beckett held 
his seat in Ewell - with his 
2,579 votes nearly double that 
of the other candidates in the 


division. 

His fellow RA member, 
Jan Mason also held onto her 
seat in West Ewell, winning 
more than double the num¬ 
ber of votes as her nearest 
competitor. 

Elsewhere, council leader 
David Hodge held onto his 
seat in Warlingham, Labour’s 
only candidate Robert Evans 
retained Stanwell & Stanwell 
Moor and Liberal Democrat 
leader Hazel Watson won in 
Dorking Hills. 

Bernie Muir, victorious in 
Epsom West said: “I am de¬ 
lighted to have been elected 
- especially in a marginal di¬ 
vision that has traditionally 
been a four way spilt.” 

John Beckett, who was 
re-elected in Ewell Village, 
Nonsuch and Stoneleigh told 
the Epsom Guardian: “Like 
my fellow RA colleagues the 
message was clear on the 
doorstep, residents don’t feel 
Surrey County Council is 
good value for money and is¬ 
sues raised with me on the 
doorstep included the objec¬ 
tion to the streetlights being 
switched off.” 

His fellow RA councillor, 
Eber Kington, said he was 
“delighted” at being re-elect¬ 
ed in Ewell Court, Auriol and 
Cuddington. 

He added: “I received a 
very good reception on the 
doorstep and it confirmed my 
belief in the importance of 
responding quickly and effec¬ 
tively to residents’ enquiries 
and concerns.”

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HEALTH IN FOCUS: Jess Clark looks at the work of the air ambulance service in and around the capital 


Flying in to the rescue at crucial times 


LONDON’S Air Ambulance was 
dispatched to treat almost 2,000 pa¬ 
tients across the capital last year. 

Out of the 1,862 patients treated 
in 2016,606 were involved in traffic 
accidents, 500 were injured in stab- 
bings or shootings and 471 were 
falls from height. 

The other 341 call-outs included 
rail incidents, industrial accidents 
and drownings. 

CEO Jonathan Jenkins said: 
“The charity is here to serve every¬ 
one in London at all times. 

“Trauma is the biggest killer of 
people under the age of 45, includ¬ 
ing children, and can sadly happen 
to anyone, anywhere. 

“By releasing these statistics 
we are hoping to raise awareness 
of the vital work that we do to 
treat the critically injured, and 
show more people that we are a 
charity.” 

In south London, Lewisham 
and Greenwich had the highest 
number of patients, with 79 and 
73 treated respectively and 45 pa¬ 
tients were treated by the air am¬ 
bulance in Wandsworth. 

Although it is an outer borough 
79 patients were also treated in 
Croydon, where the air ambulance 
were called out to deal with the 
tram crash tragedy in November 
last year. 

Seven people were killed and 
more than 50 were injured when a 
tram derailed in Addiscombe Road 
near Sandilands tram stop. 


London’s Air Ambulance are 
called out to treat patients with 
traumatic injuries in need of ur¬ 
gent medical attention. 

There were fewer incidents re¬ 
quiring air ambulance services in 
other outer boroughs. 

In the south-east there were 46 
in Bromley and 35 in Bexley, and 
in the south-west there were 35 in 
both Richmond upon Thames and 
Kingston upon Thames and 20 in 
Merton. 

Sutton had the fewest number 
of patients requiring air ambu¬ 
lance assistance in the whole of 
London, with just 19 patients treat¬ 
ed over the course of a year. 

The busiest postcodes for the air 
ambulance were SE1, W1 and CR0. 

Providing the 24/7 service costs 
£8.7 million per year which is 
mostly funded through charitable 
donations. 

Mr Jenkins added: “With two 
helicopters to maintain, and the 
extension of our daylight flying 
hours in the summer months, the 
cost of providing our service to 
London has increased to £8.7 mil¬ 
lion each year. 

“Donations are needed now 
more than ever and I am urging 
people to please continue to sup¬ 
port the charity. 

“Your help - whether that’s do¬ 
nating, volunteering, taking part 
in an event or asking the organi¬ 
sation you work for to support us 
- really does make a difference.”

A FESTIVAL management 
company has applied to 
hold an electronic music 
festival in Morden Park, 
near Wimbledon. 

We Are The Fair Ltd has 
applied for a one-day prem¬ 
ises licence for house and 
techno festival, Eastern 
Electronics. 

Tickets are already 
on sale for the event on 
August 5, but five differ¬ 
ent representations have 
been made to a licensing 
sub-committee opposing 
the current proposal. 

Merton Police, the Lon¬ 
don Fire Brigade, Merton 
public health department, 
Merton environmental 
health and pollution de¬ 
partment and Merton envi¬ 
ronment and regeneration 
department have all made 
representations. 

Twenty thousand people 
are expected to attend the 
music festival that would 
open at 11am and finish at 
10.30pm.

Parkruns ranked from easy to hard

A self-proclaimed “obsessive” run¬ 
ner has completed more than 60 dif¬ 
ferent running courses across Lon¬ 
don and has ranked them from least 
to most difficult. 

Geoff Marshall started doing 
parkruns when he was unemployed 
and was looking for a way to get fit. 

Parkrun is a free 5km run that 
takes place every Saturday morning 
at 9am in local parks across the UK 
and increasingly over the world. 

According to Geoff, most people 
just run in their local park but he be¬ 
came more interested in becoming a 
“parkrun tourist”. 

He said: “When I started I was un¬ 
employed, so the best thing is that 
they are free. 

“I would never join a running 
club, or pay to go parkrun. It creates 
a unique community atmosphere 
which is lovely. 

“Many people just run at their lo¬ 
cal parkrun, but others, like myself, 
have become a little more obsessive 
about it, and are being parkrun 
‘tourists’ and running at as many 
different venues as possible. 

“At the moment, I’m just trying to 
get round all the London ones.” 

Of the 63 parkruns Geoff has com¬ 
pleted, 47 are in the Greater London 
area and nine additional ones that 
are inside the M25 for a London+ list. 


He also lists four more which are 
just outside the M25 area, which 
brings the total for Londoners to vis¬ 
it up to a total of 60. 

Each run is graded from a rank of 
one to five on difficulty, with the flat¬ 
test being ranked one and the hilliest 
ranked five. 

If you’re looking to set a personal 
best, Geoff said his personal recom¬ 
mendation is the ultra-flat Burgess 
Park, although it can be busy and he 
recommends getting there early. 

He said: “My favourite in south 
London is Burgess Park. It is also the 
fastest parkrun in London, very flat. 
I have run all 47, and it’s the easiest 
one - no hills. 

“It’s two clockwise laps around a 
lake and then back again. It’s almost 
totally flat, except for one small ‘dip’ 
that goes under a bridge - you go in 
once just after the start, and again 
just before the finish on the way 
back.” 

Another good option is the origi¬ 
nal parkrun in Bushy Park in Rich¬ 
mond, which is also very flat. 

Geoff does warn that it’s so popu¬ 
lar with several hundred people tak¬ 
ing part that it can sometimes take a 
while to even cross the starting line. 

However if you’re looking to chal¬ 
lenge yourself with a difficult run, 
Croydon is the place to go. 

The Lloyd Park run ranks as the 
most difficult on Geoff’s entire list, 
being described as “horrendous” 
and “London’s toughest course”. 

Geoff said: “It’s even more hor¬ 


rendous to do when muddy after 
it’s been raining. You have to climb 
through a rise of 44 metres all on 
muddy grass. 

“The organisers are brilliant here 
setting up early with everything 
in order, and free drinks and some¬ 
times cakes to snack on too. 

“Yes, it’s London’s toughest 
course, but a very rewarding one 
once you’ve done it.”

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EDUCATION IN FOCUS: Tom Bull looks at the work of Operation Sceptre that concentrates on the problem in schools 


Focus 

THE Metropolitan Police will 
focus on schools in their latest 
effort to crackdown on knife 
crime across the capital under 
Operation Sceptre. 

Although this work goes 
on all year round, Operation 
Sceptre gives complete focus 
to knife crime, especially as 
this type of crime is expected 
to see a seasonal rise in the 
summer months. 

In the last 12 months, of¬ 
ficers have spoken to more 
than 14,000 young people 
across London about the dan¬ 
gers of knifecrime and joining 
gangs. 

During previous weeks 
more than 1,435 weapons have 
been recovered and removed 
from the streets of London, 
hundreds of shops have been 
visited with Trading Stand¬ 
ards to test whether knives 
are being sold to those under 
18, and over 2,294 people have 
been arrested - including 473 
for possessing a knife or offen¬ 
sive weapon. 

Detective Chief Superinten¬ 
dent Michael Gallagher, the 
Met’s ‘Silver lead’ for knife 
crime, said: “This operation 
carries a positive and power¬ 
ful message: this is about all of 
us addressing a problem that 
often has tragic consequences. 

“This behaviour is damag¬ 
ing our communities; there is 
no excuse, people are better 


on the sharp end of knife crime 

than this and our communities 
are better than this.” 

“Across London there are 
number of excellent diver¬ 
sionary programmes that 
are bespoke to the needs of 
Londoners. This is clearly a 
safeguarding issue for the peo¬ 
ple who do, and would, carry 
knives and victims of knife 
crime. A collaborative and 
cohesive approach between 
statutory agencies, non-gov¬ 
ernmental organisations and 
communities is the only solu¬ 
tion to achieving a long term 
reduction in this type of of¬ 
fence, underpinned by a strong 
academic evidence base and 
effective police enforcement.” 

Knife bins can also be found 
throughout London as part of 
the Met’s effort to take knives 
off the streets. The Met has re¬ 
cently been at the forefront of 
influencing changes in legis¬ 
lation, with the amendment to 
the Criminal Justice Act 1988 
banning the sale, manufacture, 
rental or importation of “zom¬ 
bie knives.”

Rights of EU nationals to work 


AS lawyers and former lawyers 
who live in Wimbledon constit¬ 
uency, we’ve been surprised to 
see Conservative MP Stephen 
Hammond’s claims in leaflets 
and social media that he has 
secured the rights of EU nation¬ 
als to live and work in the UK, 
post-Brexit. 

His argument is that because

As such it does not protect 
any rights for the future, just 
states a simple truism: the law 
is the law until Parliament 
changes it. 

Mr Hammond’s claims to 
have defended the rights of EU 
citizens in the UK are doubly 


misleading. It was made clear 
by the European Council in its 
negotiating guidelines of 29 
April 2017 that such rights were 
one of the three basic issues 
still to be resolved in the UK’s 
exit agreement from the EU. 

Mr Hammond’s voting record 
on laws to protect EU nationals’ 
rights for the future is very 
clear, however. 

He recently voted with the 
Government and the vast major¬ 
ity of Conservative MPs against 
unilateral legal protection for 
the rights of our friends, neigh¬ 
bours, colleagues and family 


who are EU nationals living 
and working in the UK already, 
paying taxes and contributing 
to our public services. We want 
that to be made clear.

Dealing with the sensitive issue of mental health 


Wahey, it’s National Doughnut 
Week - all testing samples 
gratefully received in this office. 
But, the resulting sugar rush 
sadly subsided all too quickly and 
I noted it is also Mental Health 
Awareness Week. 

The latter is undoubtedly more 
worthy of mention, so I licked 
my fingers and reached for the 
keyboard. 

Medical professionals aside, 

I’m not sure anyone really 
understand mental health 
issues until they either suffer 
themselves, or someone very 
close to them falls victim. 

I’m the last person to 
underestimate the quite appalling 
consequences that can be 
suffered when someone struggles 
with mental illness. 

But, I’m also well aware there 
are many cases where people 
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develop techniques to deal with 
the issue and successfully defeat 
the illness on a daily, weekly and 
longer term basis. 

Whilst the subject clearly isn’t as 
taboo as it once was, and that in 
itself is a big part of the battle, we 
still have a long way to go, both 
in terms of understanding and 
changing attitudes. 

I’ve always believed anything is 
better if it’s brought into the open 
and understanding why too few of 
us are thriving with good mental 
health will only be achieved with 
open discussion. 

It’s also really important to 


understand the concept of a 
strong body, strong mind. There 
can be absolutely no doubt 
physical well-being greatly aids 
mental well-being and vice-versa. 

I have two close friends, both with 
mental health problems, who are 
now entirely able to manage their 
lives through specific exercise 
programmes. 

The obvious challenge with mental 
health issues is the fact they’re not 
as easy to spot as many physical 
health issues - broken legs and 
black eyes are a dead giveaway. 

I would argue that because of 
this lack of visibility it is even more 
important to confront the issue 
head-on, discuss it openly and 
refuse not to get too politically 
correct. 

It’s much better to talk to people 
and risk saying the odd wrong 
thing than it is to avoid the subject, 


and them, altogether. 

The other vitally important thing 
to remember is that, just like a 
broken leg or black eye, we could 
all suffer at any given moment. 
There really is no subject where 
the saying: “It’ll never happen to 
me” could be more wrong. 

Of course, you may be one of 
the lucky ones and never suffer, 
but believe me it can affect 
anyone.

RESIDENTS voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly to take the future of their 
villages in their hands as Surrey 
went to the polls last week. 

Neighbourhood Development 
Plans (NDP) for Ashtead and 
Bookham will inform Mole Val¬ 
ley District Council’s planning 
decisions in the villages, pending 
final council approval in the next 
eight weeks. 

The plans create a framework 
for developments in the villages 
when making planning decisions 
and were approved by large mar¬ 
gins as residents voted in the 
Surrey County Council elections 
on Thursday, May 4. 

In Bookham, 3,853 residents 
voted in favour of the council us¬ 
ing the NDP, compared to 986 vot¬ 
ing against. In Ashtead, the pro¬ 
portion of “yes” votes (4,303) to 
“no” votes (393) was even greater. 

The plans cover infrastructure 
and transport, housing and the 
protection of the Green Belt and 
the villages’ historical heritage 
and character in Ashtead and 
Bookham for the next ten and 20 


years respectively. 

The Ashtead Neighbourhood 
Forum and Bookham Vanguard 
Forum had each spent three 
years drawing up their respec¬ 
tive plans before submitting 
drafts which were then approved 
by examiners and ratified by 
councillors in December. 

The Ashtead group’s vision 
statement reads: “The NDP will 
seek to maintain and enhance 
the sense of community by 
protecting and enhancing the 


natural and built environment, 
assisting the local economy, and 
improving travel, leisure and 
life-long learning opportunities 
while supporting our needs with 
appropriate development.” 

The Bookham Vanguard Fo¬ 
rum’s statement reads: “The 
Bookham Vanguard Forum is 
non-political and seeks to repre¬ 
sent everyone in the community 
It will oversee and guide the cre¬ 
ation of the Neighbourhood De¬ 
velopment Plan.”

Samantha Womack talks passion, pets and a ‘monster’ Ww role ahead or cf. I 
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appearing in The Addams Family at New Wimbledon Theatre next week... 
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Tell Samantha Womack that she looks like death 
warmed up and these days, she'll take it as a 
compliment - it means she's got her make-up right. 

Because if meeting a watery demise earlier this year 
in EastEnders wasn't enough, Samantha's latest project 
also sees her dabbling with death as she tours in the 
British and Irish premiere of the Broadway hit musical 
The Addams Family, playing Morticia Addams, the 
monster mum of a family of ghouls. 

The Addams Family is based on the cartoons of 
Charles Addams. First published in The New Yorker 
magazine in the 1930s, the subsequent TV series 
spawned several spin-off shows, movies and books. 

Now the show has made its way across the pond, 
but Samantha, whose career includes leading roles 
in South Pacific and Guys and Dolls, admitted that 
the idea of doing another musical at this point in time 
wasn't high on her 'to do' list. 

"I agreed to go to the initial meeting, but I wasn't 
convinced," she told me. 

But preparing for that meeting entailed a certain 
amount of research, during which Samantha found 
her mind being changed. "Immediately I got a clear 
sense of how I should play the role. I'd never played a 
character that was so deadpan before and as I read 
the script I really started to enjoy it. I also liked the 
character-style of singing, which was different to me. 
Suddenly I couldn't stop thinking about it." 

So the role chose her, not the other way around? 
Laughing, she nodded. 

"When I realised I really wanted to play Morticia I 
was as surprised as everyone else, although it helped 
that the producers and creative team were just the 
warmest group of people I had ever come across. 
There's something very infectious about people who are 
so passionate about something." 

Bagging the role, she found herself in expert 
company. As well as a stunningly talented cast, who 
between them have appeared in just about every major 
musical of the past twenty years, The Addams Family 
has been written by Marshall Brickman and Rick Elice, 
the creators of multi award-winning Jersey Boys, with 
music and lyrics by Andrew Lippa. 


"We're really lucky," sighed Samantha. "It's a show 
with a credibility that is really exciting. The cast is 
phenomenal - musical theatre royalty -including Les 
Dennis. Les has starred in loads of musicals, including 
Spamalot, but he is also a really knowledgeable comedy 
buff. He is going to be great as Uncle Fester." 

Telling the story of Wednesday Addams, a princess 
of darkness with a shocking secret, when her father 
Gomez learns that she has fallen in love with a sweet, 
smart young man from a respectable family, he must 
do something he's never done before — keep a secret 
from his beloved wife, Morticia. 

Inviting Wednesday's 'normal' boyfriend and family 
to dinner, meeting Lurch, Pugsley Uncle Fester and 
the rest of the clan will ensure that it's a night that 
nobody will forget in a hurry. With lots of laughs and 
terrific music along the way, Samantha hopes that 
families will come and enjoy a really good night out 
together. 

"My daughter, who is 12, especially loves the 
character Wednesday and I think most young girls will 
really be drawn to her. The age guide is seven plus, but 
it is very much a family show that will really entertain 
people and send them home with a light and happy 
feeling. It's just that kind of piece." 

As for touring, living out of a suitcase doesn't worry 
Samantha. She said: "EastEnders meant that I was 
stationary for a long time. Going back to treading the 
boards was appealing. 

"I stop myself tail-spinning by staying fit and healthy 
and by keeping to my own little routines, but touring 
is exciting and each theatre gets a slightly different 
production, because architecturally and acoustically 
every theatre is a different experience. 

"I also like to know where I am at, so I do excursions 
where I can and I do endless walking," smiled 
Samantha, who is particularly looking forward to 
visiting Wimbledon. 

"I've got loads of friends in South London who I never 
get to see, so Wimbledon is a really social week for me."

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FILM: THIS WEEK’S CHOICES 


MISS SLOANE (15): Portrayed to icy 
perfection by two-time Oscar nominee 
Jessica Chastain, Elizabeth Sloane is a 
cut-throat lobbyist, who shrewdly antici¬ 
pates her opponents' moves and devises 
cunning counter-measures as she ma¬ 
nipulates the hearts and minds of power 
players on Capitol Hill. 

Elizabeth's current firm of Cole Kravitz 
& Waterman, headed by George Dupont 
(Sam Waterston), implores her to lobby 
against the contentious Heaton-Harris 
bill, which is poised to go before Congress 
and proposes more rigorous background 
checks for firearm purchases. 

She refuses and defects to rivals Peter¬ 
son Wyatt, run by Rodolfo Schmidt (Mark 
Strong), taking with her four ambitious 
juniors: Alex (Douglas Smith), Brian (En¬ 
nis Esmer), Franklin (Noah Robbins) and 
Lauren (Grace Lynn Kung). Surprisingly, 
her personal assistant Jane (Alison Pill) re¬ 
fuses to bite the legal hand that feeds her 
and remains at Cole Kravitz & Waterman. 
"You are delusional if you think you can 
survive without me," snarls Elizabeth. In 
modest, new surroundings, Elizabeth tests 
her reputation as a woman with a "gold 
medal in ethical limbo" by marshalling 
support for the bill. 

She personally selects Peterson Wy¬ 
att high-flyer Esme Manucharian (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) as the campaign's media 
figurehead. Elizabeth's tactics reap re¬ 
wards and, in retaliation, Dupont search¬ 
es for evidence of illegal practices that will 
force his former golden girl to stand trial 
at a hearing chaired by Congressman Ron 
M Sperling (John Lithgow). Miss Sloane 
unfolds largely in flashback in order to 
conceal scriptwriter Perera's sly plotting. 


ALIEN: COVENANT (15): The action in¬ 
itially unfolds on the Weyland-Yutani Cor¬ 
poration vessel Covenant, which is bound 
for a remote planet with 15 crew and 
2,000 colonists in cryogenic stasis. 

Synthetic android Walter (Michael 
Fassbender) keeps watch until a neutrino 
burst from a star causes a "destructive 
event" that prematurely wakes the crew 
including devoutly religious first mate 
Christopher Oram (Billy Crudup) and his 
biologist wife Karine (Carmen Ejogo), chief 
pilot Tennessee (Danny McBride), head of 
security Lope (Demian Bichir) and the cap¬ 
tain's plucky wife, Daniels (Katherine Wa¬ 
terston). They stumble upon a distress sig¬ 
nal containing a snippet of John Denver's 
classic Take Me Home, Country Roads, 
broadcast from a nearby planet that 
sensors reveal would make an idyllic new 
home. "It's too good to be true," warns 
Daniels as a landing party prepares to 
investigate. 

MINDHORN (15): In the late 1980s, 
actor Richard Thorncroft (Julian Barratt) 
set a nation's heart aflutter as Mindhorn, 
who could literally "see the truth" using 
his one robotic eye. Twenty-five years later, 
fame has cruelly deserted him. Richard 
is overweight, gloriously self-deluded and 
has to beg his long-suffering agent (Harri¬ 
et Walter) for unedifying work. 

Out of the blue, she offers him a chance 
at redemption: return to the Isle of Man, 
where the TV series was filmed, to assist 
Chief Inspector Derek Newsome (David 
Schofield) in apprehending suspected se¬ 
rial killer, Paul Melly (Russell Tovey). Melly 
is a deluded fan of the TV series and tells 
police he will "only speak to Inspector 
Mindhorn or more people are going to 


die!" Consequently, Richard travels to his 
former stomping ground to work closely 
alongside DC Baines (Andrea Risebor- 
ough) on the high-profile case. "Stay in 
character at all times," she reminds Rich¬ 
ard. 'When I go in, I go deep," he counters. 

Employing every acting muscle, Rich¬ 
ard revives his alter ego, while stoking 
the embers of romance with former co- 
star Patricia Deville (Essie Davis), trading 
barbs with former series stunt man Clive 
Parnevik (Farnaby) and coveting the outra¬ 
geous good fortune of former Mindhorn 
sidekick, Peter Eastman (Steve Coogan). 

A DOG'S PURPOSE (PG): Golden re¬ 
triever Bailey (voiced by Josh Gad) has a 
brief first life in the 1950s - he is captured 
by men from the local dog pound and put 


In his second incarnation in 1961, he is 
rescued from a dangerously hot truck by 
eight-year old Ethan Montgomery (Bryce 
Gheisar) and his mother Elizabeth (Juli¬ 
et Rylance). They persuade Elizabeth's 
hard-drinking husband Jim (Luke Kirby) 
to keep Bailey and Ethan enthusiastically 
trains the dog, mastering an acrobatic 
trick with an American football. Ethan 
blossoms into a strapping high school sen¬ 
ior (now played by KJ Apa) and falls head 
over heels in love with classmate Hannah 
(Britt Robertson). They date with Bailey as 
an enthusiastic chaperone. A near fatal 
incident at the family home changes the 
course of Ethan's life and he is forced to 
say farewell to Bailey. In subsequent in¬ 
carnations, Bailey is a German Shepherd 
called Ellie and partners lonely Chicago 
police officer Carlos Ruiz (John Ortiz), and 
a Corgi called Tino, who facilitates a love 
match for Atlanta college student Maya 


(Kirby Howell-Baptiste). Fate eventually 
reunites Bailey - now a Saint Bernard - with 
Ethan (Dennis Quaid) but the master is a 
worldweary shadow of his former self. A 
Dog's Purpose barks a familiar tune, with 
a couple of daring rescues that would 
have made Lassie wag her tail with pride. 
SLEEPLESS (15): Las Vegas Police De¬ 
partment homicide detectives Vincent 
Downs (Jamie Foxx) and Sean Cass (Tip 
Harris) don masks and brandish weapons 
to steal a shipment of drugs. Their haul is 
25 kilos of cocaine "worth seven or eight 
million on the streets". 

The next day, knifewielding thugs 
kidnap Vincent's teenage son, Thomas 
(Octavius J Johnson), en route to football 
practice. Shady casino owner Stanley Ru- 
bino (Dermot Mulroney) telephones the 
distraught father and explains he is hold¬ 
ing Thomas to ransom: the missing white 
powder in exchange for the boy's life. It 
transpires that Rubino needs the cocaine 
as part of a business deal with sadistic 
gangster Rob Novak (Scoot McNairy). "If I 
can't deliver, I'll give himyourson instead," 
Rubino coldly informs Vincent. 

The cop races against the clock to per¬ 
sonally courier the drugs to the Luxus casi¬ 
no, whilst concealing Thomas' abduction 
from his suspicious ex-wife, Dena (Gabri- 
elle Union). Meanwhile, tenacious Internal 
Affairs officer Jennifer Bryant (Michelle 
Monaghan) and her partner Doug (David 
Harbour) are shadowing Vincent, and in¬ 
tend to catch him red-handed. Sleepless is 
a yawn, beginning with a pedestrian car 
chase on curiously empty city streets. Foxx 
mumbles lifeless dialogue as if in a daze 
and fails to generate on-screen chemistry 
with any of his co-stars.

Further to last week's article 
on the NAEA Propertymark 
(National Association of Estate 
Agents) March Housing Report, 
there are more key findings 
which will be of interest: 

SUPPLY OF PROPERTIES 

• The number of properties 
available to buy on estate agents' 
books decreased to 39 in March, from 
44 in February. 

• This figure is the lowest amount 
recorded for March, since records 
began 16 years ago in September 
2002 . 

• Year on year, supply is down 28 
per cent as agents had 54 properties 
available to market last March. 

DEMAND FOR PROPERTIES 

• The number of house buyers 
registered per member branch fell in 
March as well. Estate agents had an 
average of 397 prospective buyers on 
their books last month, compared to 
425 in February. 

• In March last year, there were 
417 prospective buyers registered per 


branch, meaning demand has fallen by 
five per cent year-on-year. 

SALES TO FIRST TIME BUYERS 
(FTBS) 

• The proportion of sales which 
were agreed for first-time buyers (FTBs) 
rose to 25 per cent, up from 22 per 
cent in February. 

• The total number of sales to 
FTBs dropped significantly to 22 per 
cent in February, from 30 per cent in 
January, so this rise is a step in the 
right direction. 

SALES AGREED AND WHAT 
PROPERTIES SOLD FOR 

• The average number of sales 
agreed decreased in March, to 10 per 
branch. In February, 11 sales were 
agreed per branch, the highest number 
recorded since September 2007. 

• In March, one in every 20 (five per 
cent) properties sold for more than the 
original asking price. This figure has 
continued to rise since the low of 12 
per cent seen in November 2016. 

STAMP DUTY REFORMS - 
ONE YEAR ON 

• A year on since the higher rates 


of stamp duty for additional properties 
was introduced, two thirds (64 per 
cent) of agents have seen demand for 
properties from buy-to-let investors 
decrease. 

• Just under two fifths (37 per cent) 
have seen house prices increase as a 
direct result of the stamp duty reforms. 

Mark Hayward, Chief Executive, 
NAEA Propertymark said: "There are 
currently 10 house-hunters chasing 
each available property, and with 
supply at the lowest level for March 
since records began, building more 
homes to satisfy demand needs to be 
a priority. 

"In line with this, while sales to 
FTBs rose slightly in March, they're 
still much lower than the levels seen in 
the last three months of 2016 which is 
cause for concern. 

"The upcoming General Election 
is a good opportunity for each Party 
to outline their plans for tackling the 
housing crisis - we hope to see it 
prioritised so we can make the market 
a better place once and for all."

Subaru's BRZ sportscar 
gets a smarter look, more 
sophisticated inatainment and 
sharper handling. What's not 
to like? JONATHAN CROUCH 
checks out the changes. 

BACKGROUND: The BRZ has proved 
to be a Subaru like no other before 
it, produced as part of a joint project 
with Toyota to breathe new life into 
an affordable rear-wheel drive coupe 
market that was once so vibrant. This 
car doesn't need to be concussively 
quick, for the real joy in driving it comes 
through the tactility of its controls and 
the purity of its handling. Now it's been 
usefully updated. 

Subaru has made its name amongst 
performance enthusiasts with rally 
replicas like the Impreza WRX. Yet the 
BRZ sports coupe we're looking at here 
is about as far away from a rally replica 
as you're ever likely to get, its engineers 
proudly trumpeting the absence of 
4WD, turbocharging and sophisticated 
electronics, ironically the very things 
this Japanese brand has promoted to 
performance people for so many years. 

It came about as part of a joint 
project with Toyota who wanted a 
return to the affordable sportscar 
market but didn't have the production 
or the development capacity for it. 
Subaru provided both, creating what 
they see as a sportscar in the classic 
sense - rear wheel drive with a front- 
engined layout, a low centre of gravity 


and a high-rewing engine. Having 
perfected the recipe, Toyota supplied 
the exterior design and production 
began at a purpose-built plant, both of 
this BRZ and its near-identical Toyota 
counterpart, the GT86. That car has 
a much higher market profile but a 
strong after-sales package means that 
this one might just be a better real 
world choice. Either way, fast fireworks 
seem guaranteed. Let's check out this 
revised version. 

DESIGN: Apparently, the BRZ's name 
tells you everything you need to know 
about this car. 'B' stands for 'Boxer 
engine', 'R' for 'Rear wheel drive' and 'Z' 
for 'Zenith' - the ultimate in affordable 
thrills. Is that what this is? From an early 
glance at the stats, you might wonder. 

There's nothing especially startling 
here, the 2.0-litre flat-four engine 
producing 197bhp and 205Nm of 
torque, enough to get you to sixty from 
rest in 7.6s on the way to a top speed of 
143mph. Plenty of comparably priced 
hot hatches can match or beat that. 

But none of them can deliver the driving 
experience on offer from this Subaru. 

It's a normally aspirated, front- 
engined, rear-wheel drive coupe. Let's 
start with that. For a keen driver, the 
recipe doesn't get much purer. Plumb 
in a boxer engine that helps it to a 
centre of gravity lower than a Ferrari 
458, add a proper mechanical limited 
slip differential and offer a six-speed 
manual gearbox with three beautifully 
spaced aluminium-plated pedals in 


the footwell and you have what most 
would agree is a very good start. Even 
from this point it would have been 
easy to get things wrong. But Subaru 
didn't. On the contrary, the BRZ is so 
right in so many ways it's almost as if 
the hand of Porsche has worked upon 
it. There's a simplicity to its controls, 
a delicacy and tactility to the steering 
and the pedals that offer the keen 
driver so much. Improvements for this 
revised version include refinements 
to the engine and drivetrain, plus 


redesigned dampers that reduce body 
roll and a new TRACK' driving mode 
for circuit use. 

MARKET: For us, there's something 
just that little bit more appealing about 
the looks of this BRZ in comparison 
to its Toyota GT86 stablemate - and 
I can't quite work out why, for apart 
from a slightly different front grille, the 
aesthetics of the two cars are exactly 
the same. One of the fundamentals 
in the design of the BRZ was to keep 
weight down and, thanks to fastidious 


attention to engineering detail, this car 
manages to tip the scales at a mere 
1220kg - that's less than something 
like a tiny Renaultsport Clio 200 hatch. 
COST: As before, you'll need a budget 
of around £26,000-£28,000 for this 
car and, also as before, it's priced 
slightly below its more familiarToyota 
GT86 design stablemate. 

There's only one trim level - 'SE 
Lux' - and buyers get the £1,500 option 
of a paddleshift auto gearbox The 
upgraded cabin quality means you'll 


feel a Ittle mre comfortable about 
paying that kind of money this time 
round. In return, you'll be getting an 
enthusiast's tool that nothing else in 
the sector bar its Toyota sister car can 
match. To find another sports coupe 
that can deliver such rich feedback 
and flow so beautifully through the 
bends, you'd have to turn to the kind 
of Porsche Cayman that the Japanese 
engineers apparently used as a 
development benchmark — at nearly 
double the price.
